GOVERNMENT INTERVENES. ‘| 


Hankow, Aug.-13, 

Happenings of considerable 
local “military importance have 
occurred during the last two-days. 
They commenced with the sudden 
arrest and, execution of General 
Keng Tan, second in command: of 
the 15th Army on Thursday after- 
noon, This proceeding was sur- 
rounded by a good deal of mystery 
and was known to but few till 
yesterday morning when govern- 
ment circles commenced to move 
in the, matter. Considerable ex- 
citement was consequently. arous- 
ed during the day and this came 


'to a height when a mandate was 


issued during the afternoon order- 
Ing the arrest of General Liu 
Tso-lung commander of the 15th. 
Army for allegedly having srrang- 
ed the execution of Keng Tan, 
There are many stories: going 
the round as to Keng Tan's execu- 
tion but probably: the. nearest the 
truth is one to the effect that no 
official . warrant was' issued for 
his arrest. On Thursday ‘about 
noon he was called to a conference 
which was being held-at Tse Kia 
Teng military heidquarters, He, 
unsuspecting anything, attended 
whereupon he was placed under 
guard and later taken out and 
shot. Meanwhile it is stated that 


members of the 15th Army, hear-| 


ing of his arrest, pleaded for his 
life. with no’ avail and in the 
evening his hody,. riddled with 
bullets, was. carried to his home, 
An unofficial statement ‘explained 
that he had been connected with 
the Communist party and had 
been guilty of severalserimes but 
ng proof in this connexion was 
cited. However, as the news of 
the affair gained publicity it ig 
said to have caused feelings to 
run high in the ranks of the 16th 
Army. : . 


‘Attends Investigation Meeting.

FLIGHTS JUSTIFIED. 
ORITISH HEADQUARTERS’ ©

. Shanghai, Aug. 18. ° 

The British Headquarters this 
evening issued a statement regard- 
ing aeroplane flights over. Chinese’ 
territory, in ‘the course of 
which they, point: out that “there 
is at present no recognised govern- 
ment in China but only a nunrber 
of self-appointed governments who 
from timo’ to time assum@ control 
af various parts of China and who 
are in a state of constant warfare 
with each other.’ 

During the course of their war- 
like operations the lives and pro- 
perty of foreign residents in. the 
affected areas are frequently in 
serious danger and the Chinese au- 
thorities have proved themselves, 
despite their repeated promises 
and assurances, incapable of 
affording adequate protcction.”

A REVOLUTIONARY ' 
DISCOVERY. | 


INCREASING RUBBER YIELD 
* SIX-FOLD, " 

New York, July 20-—-A remark- 
able new. discovery in connexion 
with the rubber. industry is re- 
ported to have been. made in the 
Dutch East Indies, according to 
the Herald Tribute. Scientists, 
working quietly jon the rubber 
plantations, says ‘the paper, have, 
developed a system .of bud-graft- 
ing by which the yield of a tree 
can be very greatly mereased., 

The Tribute quotes ‘Mr. 
Henderson, president of the New 
York Rubber ‘Exchange, as saying 
that through the application -of 


this new scheme, it will be possible | 


to reduee the cost’ of crude rub- 
ber in New York from the. ‘pre- 
sent pricé of twenty-five cents per 
pound to less than ten cents. 
According to the same authority, 
the new’ bud-grafting process will 
probably mean a reduction of tyre 
prices, surgical supply casts, and 
flooring material, wh‘le the use of 
the product will be increased. 
.Experiments in th: Dutch East 
Indies,.” the. paper adds, have 
shown that-.a single tree which 
ordinarily, produces four: pounds 
of.rubber a year can be mide to 
produce as much as seventy 
pounds nver the same period. 
“It ig stated that fields from the 
nroas where bud-grafting has been 
tried show.an iperdase. from 809 
to 5000-pounds an acre. 
It will be observed that the 
paper does not meniion whether 
the scientists concerned are Bri- 
tish, American, or Du’ ch, nor does 
it say how long. it will take to in- 
troduce the new system on 2 large 
scale. .
